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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner maintains the final rejection presented 
in the office action mailed 23 August 2005. Regarding Claim 18, applicant has indicated that this claim is written in accordance with 35 
U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. However, the claims states "first means supported by a top surface of the housing for facilitating said flow 
of atmospheric air through the climate conditioning aperture". The examiner maintains that the means for this function is Markye #152, 
the fan which is equivalent to applicant's fan #134. The "first means" could also merely be the climate control aperture. The specification 
does not provide a clear definition of the structure intended to be associated with this function, i.e. the structure is not described in the 
specification in specific terms. Applicant has presented various embodiments of the device and has not explicitly defined the means plus 
function terms in the specification. Currently, the examiner maintains that in light of the broad claim language and the specification, the 
fan of Markey satifies this limitation. Furthermore, examiner maintains.Markey the climate conditioning unit #152 is supported by the top 
of the housing via the chimney; the chimney is attached to the top of the housing and is.equivalent.to applicants #112 and the gap is the 
distance through the chimney between the actual opening in the roof of the housing and #84, i.e. the selected distance away is the height 
of the side walls of the chimney. Examiner maintains that merely making an element separable is an obvious engineering design choice 
suggested by the fact that the device can be stored more compactly when disassembled and for ease of routine cleaning of the device.. 
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
